MY FIRST SEATED COIN 


Several months ago I noticed a house they had tore down in my area I 
immediately stopped and started detecting. Unfortunately somebody had 
beat me to it and I only found a few wheaties. Jake and myself returned and 
probed it a month later but found nothing but a few marbles. 

I added the lot to my usual rounds and waited for them to move dirt. 
Several months later I saw a cat parked at the lot. Jake and myself returned 
the next day and they had scraped the lot down between 6 and 12 inches. 
Unfortunately the front yard had been dug to deep but as I worked towards 
the driveway I started to pick up a few wheats from the teens and 20’s and a 
buffalo nickel with no date. Jake worked the other side of the lot and after 
about and hour I stopped to see how he was doing. 

He said, “OK, I guess”. I asked what he had found and he said, “one 
rosie, one buffalo, a few wheats and some weird foreign coin”. I asked to see 
it and about had a heart attack. It was a badly worn 1883 seated quarter. 
After telling him what it was and the significance of it, and how I had never 
found one I went back to detecting with renewed vigor. We found quite a 
few more wheats before I got a large signal. I dug down 3 inches and popped 
out a silver dollar sized aluminum blank. Disappointed after realizing it 
wasn’t a token I rescanned the hole, 4 inches away was another large target.

After showing him what I found and telling him I 
could quit calling him bad names for finding his quarter we went back to 
detecting. We ended up finding a few more wheat’s and Jake found a 1902 
indian head. 

After cleaning up our finds I found my Barber quarter was EF-40 and 
worth about $50 to $100. The dime was worth only about $20, but has and 
always will have a much higher value to me.
